Madison, Wis., June

of a dozen bills have been introduced 
and passed at this session of the leg 
isliture changing the laws relating to 
taxation.

LEGISLATURE VOTES 


NOMINAL STATE TAX 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.} 


Madison, Wis., 
June 
27.—Both 
houses of the legislature hare passed 
the bill providing for a nominal state 
tax ol $100. The bill will be signed 
by the governor about Friday,. This 
bill means 
that the 
administration 
and the finance committee have so 
arranged affairs that the revenues of 
the state will practically make a state 
tax unnecessary. 
The nominal sum 


of $1UO is included in a special bill to 
comply with 
the constitutional 
re- 


quirement. 
Ordinarily the legislature does not 
levy a state tax. It was done by Gov. 
Philipp In 1915, but prior to that time 
the amount of taxes to be raised was 
computed in October by the governor, 
the secretary of-state and state treas- 
urer. 
For many years no state tax 
was levied. Gov. Phillpp in a special 
message to the legislature two years 
ago' took the constitutional position 
that the constitution 
required 
the 
raising of a. state tax and asked the 
legislature to include the 
nominal 


amount of $1,000. 


In a. way 
this measure 
places. a 
limitation on the amount that can oe 
raised for actual state taxes. Hereto- 
fore it'would have been possible for 
state officials, if in their judgment it 
was necessary, to raise any amount 
for a state tax. But under the system 
that has been adopted by the last two 
legislatures, a definite limitation has 
been placed on the amount that f.aa 
be .raised. Later, if it was found that 
as the result 
of war 
contingencies 
this amount was not 
sufficient, 
iL 
would require an act of the legisla- 
ture in special session to increase the 
levy. The whole consideration, pf the 
matter has been placed on constitu- 
tional grounds by the governor. 
The slight opposition to the bill m 
the assembly was due to the position 
that inany believed that the state of- 
ficials 
might' find a larger amount 
was later -needed.
